DEPUTIES VOTE 
AGAINST KEMAL, 
AND SPLIT PARTY 


New Organization Formed 
in Opposition to the 
Angora Leader

LONDON, Nov. 12—At last the 
long-threatened cleavage among 
Turkish politicians has taken defi- 
nite shape. Ever since Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha rallied the Nation and 
led it through military defeat to a 
diplomatic triumph over western 
Europe he has exercised a dictator- 
ship more absolute than was ever 
wielded by the sultans. 

At first it was a military autoc- 
racy in which Kemal’s word was law’ 
and on the foundation of the Repub- 
lic he took steps:to insure a consti- 
tutional guarantee of hjs preroga- 
tives. He accorded himself power 
to dissolve Parliament, veto its en- 
actments, retained, the right to nomi- 
nate prefects and insisted that Turk- 
ish politics should consist of one 
single party of which he was the 
head. As he had swept the Sultanate 
and Caliphate from his path, so he 
regarded criticism as high treason 
against the Republic. 


Turks’ Progress Stayed 
‘Everything: fended to confirm: his 
despotism. . 


Few outside the President and his 
immediate: ‘entourage - could ‘ have 
imagined that such a system could 
ehdure. He has rivals—some dis- 
gruntied by. loss of office, others 
desirous of tasting its sweets. Many, 
again, scented danger to the. state 
in @ personal sovereignty destined to 
become the: plaything of private am- 
bition... Furthermore, tae resound- 
ing patriotic talk°which is the stock 
in trade of Kemalism does not alter 
the fact that Turkey is making no 
progress toward economic recovery, 
while the alleged reform of the judi- 
cial and educational systems has 
done little save alienate foreign 
powers and antagonize Orthodox 
Moslem thought. And it. was no 
answer to critics of the Kemalist 
régime to accuse them of being mon- 
archists and all-round reactionaries. 


. Objections to Veto 

Thus the opposition slowly ma- 
tured and on Wednesday last, 19 
deputies took the bold, possibly dan- 
gerous, step of voting against the 
Government. What is more signifi- 
cant, however, is the number who ab- 
stained from division, for out of 273 
‘members of the Angora Parliament 
only 166 participated in the voting. 
Kemal’s popular party. undoubtedly 
intended to expel the malcontents, 
but they forstalled this action by re- 
signing definitely and forming a Re- 
publican party with the former Pre- 
mier Raouf Bey at their head. 
_ How- quickly this nucleus ~ will 
grow, whether there will be one or 
more opposition parties, remains to 
be seen, for the position is at present 
very. obscure, but it is evident ob- 
jection to the presidential: veto and 
discontent with the existing adminis- 
tration will be openly voiced. It is by 
no means unlikely that the develop- 
ment will emphasize the antagonism 
between Constantinople and Angora.

Curtis’ D, Wilbur, Secretary of the 
Navy, said. 

The notice served on Mr. Wilbur 
to appear in court on Friday, to show 
cause why an order restraining the 
Secretary of the Navy from carrying 
out his plan should not. be granted, 
was merely an order to appear and 
show cause, and was not atcompa- 
nied by a temporary , restraining 
order as is generally the case, so 
that the Department is still free to 
act. Such an omission is sometimes 
made in instances where there is 
doubt about the right to seek an 
injunction of this character. The 


secretary will not appear at court, 
but will be represented, and the 
Navy’s case will be under the direc- 
tion of the Attorney-General’s office. 

Mr.* Wilbur in outlining his atti- 
tude said there was no occasion for 
the Department to base its plans on 
the requirements of international 
law in stating its case. The interna- 
tional legal phases of the matter 
were settled when the United States 
Government ratified the treaties, he 
pointed out, so that there remains to 
be considered only the national .laws 
of the country, as they apply to what 
the Department intends to do. 

Most naval officers differ from Mr. 
Shearer in his contention that the 
Treaty authorizes the conversion or 
salvaging of the Washington. The 
Treaty, they point out, specifically 
provides that the total airplane car- 
rier tonnage shall not exceed 139,000 
and that. not more than two ships 
under construction at the time of 
the conference be allowed. The 
cruisers Saratoga’ and ‘Lexington, 
with a combined tonnage of 86,000 
tons, are under conversion and. the 
remainder must be made up. by new 
construction.

by Professor Leuschner today. 

The calculations, the announce- 
ment said, were attended by _great 
difficulties due to the discovery of 
errors in earlier observations.. Pro- 
fessor Leuschner said: } 

While the inclination of about 26 
degrees is exceeded by that of the 
planet Albert, with inclination of 
about 33 degrees, and while the ec- 
centricity of about .55 is equaled .by 
two.other planets, there is no other 
planet now known which has both 
such high inclination and eccen- 
‘tricity... 

At ‘its. closest’ approach to the 
earth about a month before discov- 
ery, near perihelion on Sept. 28, the 


(new) planet’s distance was about 
20,006,000 miles, or approximately 
» twice the ‘distance of the famous. 
planets Eros and Albert at their 
closest possible approach. The new 
planet is receding from both he 
earth and the sun. 

The mean daily motion of the new 
planet is about 7.85 seconds of arc. 
The length of the semi-major axis 
of the ellipse is 2% astronomical 
units. The.orbit intersects: the ec- 
liptic at a point 243 degrees east of 
the vernal equinox and.+the peri- 
helion. (point of the orbit nearest 
the sun) lies 103° degrees farther 
east in the orbit. 

The investigation was made pos- 
sible chiefly’ by the accurate ob- 
gervation secured at the Lick Ob- 
servatory since Oct. 30 by Assistant 
Astronomer H. M. Jeffers and As- 
tronomer R. H. Tucker. An observa- 
“tion of Oct. 27 by Dr. V. Biesbroeck 
at the Yerkes Observatory at. the 
University of Chicago. and one by 
E. Cc. Bower at the United States 
Naval Observatory at Washington, 
D. C., also were utilized. 


The planet, Professor Leuschner 
said, has been photographed by H. 
B. Kaster, a graduate student of 
astronomy.

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CHURCHMEN SEE 
PATHS. TO PEACE 


Urge Diversion of Millions 
From Armament-Making 
to Peace Propaganda 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Nov. 12 (Special 
—Several avenues jeading te perma- 
nent world peace were outlined this 
morning at the opening of the sec- 
ond day’s program of the conference 
of the American council of the World 
Alliance for International Friendship 
Through the Churches. 

Kirby Page, student and author on 
international affairs, discussed the 
approach to peace from the avenue 
of nonviolent resistance. He pointed 
out that the nations of Europe, after 
spending many billions of dollars 
for armament between 1874 and 
1914, found that the higher arms 
were piled, the more acute became 
the fear and hatred of her peoples. 

It is France, whose expenditures 
were greatest in that period, which 
suffered most in the World War, he 
declared. Mr. Page said France 
might have taken a different policy 
by endeavoring to influence the 
}peaceful non-aggressive . elements 
within Germany and might ‘have 
spent, her money-in an. effort to over- 
come the fears and. suspicions of the 
German people and thus brought 
about the establishment of effective 
international agencies of justice. 

, A similar situation was said to 
exist today with respect to America 


,and Japan. The Council was urged 


to take steps'to see that this Na- 
tion begins at ohce to strengthen the 
peaceful and non-aggressive elements 


within Japan. It also was urged that 
the Nation change the manner of its 
exclusion of Japanese immigrants. 


Japan and America 


An opposite viewpoint was taken 
by Capt. Edwin T. Pollock of the 
United States Navy. He declared 
America’s: preparedness program 
should be based on the greatest good 
for the greatest number. He asser‘ey 
no one in the Army or Navy wishes 
for war, but that they desire veace, 
but not peace at any price. 

“The day may arrive when our 
armed forces are no longer needed 
to secure and preserve peace,” said 
Captain Pollock, “but until that time 
arrives We must have an adequate 
force to give weight to our peaceful 
policies.” 

Hebert Sein, a Mexican college 
student, urged the organization of 
the young men of the world in a 
great peace movement, Dr. Julius 
Richter expressed the belief that 
missions can do mych for world 
peace. The.advantages of reduction 
of armament were .cited by Prof. 
William I, Pull.: 

An “Armistice Day” dinner was 
held Tuesday evening.

A TRADE COURT 
FOR COMMERCE 


Says It Would Be to Busi- 
ness Man What Supreme 
Court Is to Lawyer 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12—A court of 
commerce, before which business 
men could appeal in time of over- 
.production and low prices, in order 
to arrange for the mutual fixing of 
prices and the‘cutting down of over-. 
production, was proposed last night, 
in a statement by Bernard Baruch, 
formerly of the War _ Industries 
Board, following a closed meeting of 
150 former members of the board. 

Mr. Baruch’s statement, in part, 
follows: 


What shall be the attitude of Gov- 
ernment toward business? During 
the war we built up great com- 
mittees of industry some of which 
have remained in the form of asso- 
ciations. These are capable of great 
gx00d and possible great harm. A 
grave question is, shall the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law prevent such great 
combinations and associations, or 
shall business be permitted to com- 
bine for better production and dis- 
tribution, thereby- cheapening both 
and resuiting in lower prices for the 
consumer. And if they are per- 
mitted to function what regulatory 
or supervisory power should be 
exercised ?: 

These combinations, by their mass 
production, increase the standard of 
living by placing in the hands of the 
greatest number of people many of 
the things which they need for com- 
fort and luxury. 


Ald to the Merchant 

One of the ideas that we discussed 
among ourselves was the establish- 
ment of a court of commerce before 
which business men would come 
with such questions as whether in 
time of over-productign and low 
prices they could cut down produc- 
tion and fix a price. 

‘If it were possible to establish 


such a court today what could and 
what could not be done, instead of 
an inquisitorial body like the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, would it not 
appeal as much to the business man 
as: the Supreme Court'to the law- 
vers? Broadly, this court would 
encourage such practices of co- 
operation and co-ordination in in- 
dustry as would be found to be 
clearly of public benefit, but it 
Should be clothed with the power 
and changed with the responsibility 
of standing watch against and pre- 
venting abuses. 

We must soon determine what we 
are going to. do with our great ag- 
gregation of capital. - By encourag- 
ing it are we going to make it more 
difficult for -individuals to start a 
business and cause them to enter 
the service of these great corpora- 
tions iin- order-to. make a livelihood 
and career for themselves? I have 
heard many. captains of industry 
say that they would nevér go back 
to a consolidated form because in- 
dustry and profits have been in- 
creased by breaking up into smaller 
units. 

Many of the ideas worked out as

Wealth Mobilization 

Standardization and elimination 
of waste. 

An impetus given to the idea of 
superpower. 

The mobilization of men, money, 
food and materials and manufactur- 
ing resources for the purpose of get- 
ting the greatest efficiency in. war - 
time, with a minimum of profit and 
the least possible dislocation of in- 
dustry.

It is 
recalled that he is quoted as having 
said during the Republican Conven- 
tion last summer that he did not 
want to be Vice-President but that 
he would like to be at the head of 
the Department of Labor. The 
President, however, has‘ given no 
indication of his intentions along 
this line. 

The existing vacancy of Secretary 
of Agriculture may be filled by the 
appointment of Acting Secretary 
40ward M. Gore, who will. assume 
the post of Governor of West Vir- 
ginia, to which he was recently 
elected, next March, but meanwhile 
could be in charge of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the law requir- 
ing an appointment within 30 days. 

The naming of Theodore Douglas 
Robinson of New York as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy centers atten- 
tion anew upon that department. 
Considerable doubt had been ex- 
pressed as to whether Curtis D. Wil- 
bur would remain at its head, but 
the attitude of the President regard- 
ing the retention of the major part 
of the Cabinet places this, as well as 
others, in the doubtful column. John 
W. Weeks would like to retire, and 
Herbert Hoover has private interests 
to which he would like to*devote 
himself if the President could spare 
him. 

It is persistently rumored that 
Charles E. Hughes will resign. It is 
known that for a long time he has 
desired to return to the private prac- 
tice of law, but remained out of a 
sense of loyalty until after the elec- 
tion of Mr. Coolidge. Color is given 
to the report of his impending: resig- 
nation by the fact that with William 
E. Borah at the head of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, Mr. 
Hughes would be opposed on several 
points on which he has takem a 
strong stand. While he and Mr. 
Lodge were not in accord on many 
public questions, the preach was ‘not 
so wide as that would be with Mr. 
Borah, notably in regard ¢o the atti- 
tude of the United States toward 
Russia. 

Only yesterday Mr. Borah declared 
that he did not believe that the re- 
construction of Europe could. be 
effected without the recognition of 
Russia by the United States, a view 
that’ Mr. Hughes does not share. In

What for M. P’st 
Another little problem which 
makes its periodical appearance is 
the question of free postal facilities 
for English members of Parliament. 
Whether such an innovation would 
be justified need not concern col- 
lectors as such correspondence would 
Be franked like other official letters, 


but should a special stamp be in- 
troduced as in Spain the matter 
would be of considerable interest to 
collectors and to the general public 
too. ‘The Senators and Elected Dep- 
uties of the Spanish Cortes have en- 
joyed the privilege of free postage 
since 1857; in 1895, however, a spe- 
cial stamp was introduced and a cer- 
tain number were allowed to each 
member. The first of these special 
stamps was more or less a provi- 
sional supplied by printing sheets 
of the current 15 centimos, bearing 
the head of the young king, in yel- 
low, the ordinary type of this duty 
being printed in brown-violet. In 
the following year a stamp of spe- 
cial design was introduced and bear- 
ing the inscription “Congres de los 
diputados.” The design shows the 
arms of Spain and Bourbon, witk 
crown above, and the stamps were 
printed in'rose. In 1898 the same 
design appeared in blue and this 
type is still in use. No value is in- 
dicated on these two stamps.

Christian Science destroys fear, show- 
ing that it has no foundation in divine 
fact: for if God is infinite and God is 
Love, where in infinite Love is there 
any room for fear as a reality? 

What is spoken of as the span of hu- 
man life is often pitifully short; and 
this is partly, at least, the result of 
a misunderstanding of a certain state- 
ment in the Scriptures. How often 
does one hear it said, “Well, I have 
Yved out my threescore years and 
ten”—as if seventy years were the 
allotted age of men upon earth, and 
a law for all thme! In the ninetieth 
psalm we read, “The days of our 
years are threescore years and ten; 
and if by reas6n of strength they be 
fourscore years, yet is their strength 
labour and sorrow.” Moses rose far 
above any such belief of limitation. 
At the age of a hundred and twenty 
he was still fresh and vigorous, 
and showed no signs of old. age. 
The Scriptural record says of him, 
“Moses was an hundred and twenty 
years old when he died: his eye was 
not dim, nor his natural force abated.” 
It was his understanding of thé spir- 
itual laws which govern man, and his 
obedience thereto, which enabled him 
to live largely above the beliefs of 
corporeal sense. The prophet Isaiah 
speaks of the time coming when “the 
child shall die an hundred years old.” 
Mankind should give up the mistaken 
notion that there is a limit fixed for

Why should advanced years be a 
period of uselessness and decadence, 
instead of its very opposite? The 
passing years should bring increased. 
wisdom, a better balanced judgment, 
greater self-control, a truer sense of 
real. values, a clearer understand- 
ing of man’s true nature and spirit- 
ual destiny. As the individual puts 
off from day to day the “old man,” 
or” false material sense of being, 
the real and immortal man of God's 
creating should come more and more 
to the light; and this process of put- 
ting on immortality ought to lift hu- 
manity above its present limited be- 
liefs. ‘On page 248 of “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
Mrs. Eddy speaks quite emphatically 
on this point. She says, “Men and 
women of riper years and larger les- 
sons ought to ripen into health and 
immortality, instead of lapsing into 
darkness or gloom.” On page 245 
of the same volume she relates an 
interesting experience in the life of a 
certain woman. This woman was 
disappointed in love when very young, 
and became insane. In the place 
where she was an inmate, she stood 
daily at the window watching for the 
return of her lover, because she be- 
lieved herself still living in the same 
hour as when they were parted. Inthis 
state of thought she continued young. 
Some travelers who saw her when 
she Was seéventy-four guessed her age 
to be under twefity. Does not this 
experience prove that age is the re- 
sult of ‘one’s own thinking? This 
woman had passed threescore years 
and ten, and still was young, because 
she thought herself young. 

Since the advent of Christian Sci- 
ence into the world, longevity has 
been steadily increasing. Why? Be- 
cause Christian Science turns thought 
away from the false, limited human 
sense of life, and shows what Life 
really is. Life is eternal. The circle 
is its symbol, with no definite point 
either of beginning or of ending. 
When these facts are more generally 
understood, and mankind’s thinking 
is more in harmony with them, the 
present fears and limitations which 
beset gre se will be greatly les- 
sened, and will diminish until they 
finally disappear.

‘ BERLIN, Oct. 31 (Special Corre- 
spondence) — Now that ‘ former 
arbitrary conditions have been modi- 
fied, radiocasting is advancing rapidly 
in Berlin. Sending stations are in- 
creasing in number and the pro- 
grams are of excellent quality. For 
the first time experiments have been 
made here this week in the radio- 
casting of grand opera. The result 
was highly satisfactory, and when a 
few: minor difficulties have been 
overcome the success Will be com- 
plete. 

The first opera was “The Maugic 
Flite,” the second, some days later, 
Puccini's “‘La BO6héme,” each, it is 
hardly necessary to say, with an ex- 
emplary cast, for the Berlin opera 
has now quite regained its former 
high artistic standing, while the or- 
chestra always was, and is still, as 
near perfection as possible. 

For the reproduction by radio of 
“The Magic. Flute” the chief re- 
ceiver was a cathodophone, which 
was built in a room adjoining the 
former Kaiser’s private box near the 
stage, in the first circle. This posi- 
tion is considered the most favorable, 
from an acoustic point, in the whole 
house. A large aperture in the wall, 
covered with felt, permits the sound- 
waves to enter the receiver. 


Microphone Placements 
In place of the membranes gen- 
erally used for the transforming of 
the sound oscillations into electric 
power an electric conducting air- 


wave is made use of, which is di- 
rectly influenced by the tone oscilla- 
tions and thus admits of great purity 
of reproduction.. To obviate the’ oc- 
casional confusion of sound when 
the full orchestra is playing, a 
method of distributing the sound has 
been resorted to. 

In the orchestra itself a number 
of microphones are placed, one before 
the violins, one each before the wind 
instruments and other groups. The 
sound is thus broken up and enters 
the microphone receivers separatély, 
to unite in the transmitter. Vocal 
and instrumental solos were trans- 
mitted with great clearness, this be- 
ing especially the case in the great 
aria of the Queen of:the Night, Ru- 
dolph’s beautiful solo in the first 
act of “La B6éhéme” and the solos 
of the flute. An experiment was 
simultaneously made by the Reich’s 
postal authorities to transmit “La 
‘Bohéme” by means of telephone. 
This, too, was highly successful, but 
it is believed that the wireless-trans- 
mission will be the more popular as 
it is‘ considerably cheaper.

Copper Ribbon Is Declared 
Better Than Ordinary 
Round Wire 


By DON C. WALLACE 
Winner of 1923 Hoover Radio Cup 


When the general public became 
interested in radio along in the 
spring of 1922, prospective radio 
fans were very much concerned with 
the type of antenna wire to use. 
Lately, however, the reverse has 
almost bécome true. ‘They aren't 
concerned in the least, and think any 
kind of wire will do. 

As a matter of fact, any kind of 
wire will do, but some kinds of wire 
are not good as other kinds. We 
might, in fact, grade -the different 
kinds of wire into practically as 
many different grades of goodness. 
Whereas the kind of wire may not 
mean anything to the average per- 
son, to thé person who is really try- 
ing to get the best of his radio set, 
this important consideration .can-' 
not and should not be overlooked. 
To bring the matter to a more con- 
crete status, we will prapose the 
following question: 

“Doesn’t it seem foolish to spend 
$100 or $200 on a radio set and then 
spend 50 cents or so on the antenna 
wire and then expect best results?” 


Big Improvement Possible 


Good results may be expected, but 
it is only fair to the set in question 
that reasonable care and considera- 
tion be given the antenna as well. 
The man who pays 50 cents for his 
antenna wire after buying an expen- 
sive radio set and does so without 
considering the antenna wire situa- 
‘tion does himself an injustice. A 
few cents more will mean a marked 
improvement. in his set. Dollar for 
dollar, money spent on the antenna 
goes about five times as far as in any 
other place on a radio set. 

When we talk this way of antenna 
wire we do not wish to give the im- 
pression that the 50-cent antenna 
wire is valueless. Quite the revérse 
is true. It is excellent for several 
weeks, then it begins to corrode on 
the surface and in time is not nearly 
so good as it was while new. Did 
you ever notice how well your set 
worked during the first few weeks,

A “Natural Ground”

By internal capacity we mean the 
peondenser effect cansed between the. 
“plate and grid, principally. Each of 
thes@ elements acts at the plate of 
a tiny condenser. In the ordinary 
tube not only the elements them- 
selves are adjacent, which is neces- 
sary for the proper operation of the 
tube, but the leads to the two main 
elements are also adjacent from the 
base up to the insidé glass holder 
‘in the middle of the audion, causing 
a capacity coupling all the way. 


“Capacity” Eliminated 

It is this very capacity which is 
éliminated in the Myers tube so that 
their interfial capacity is small. In 
the Brownimg-Drake set they are the 
most easily neutralized. of any type 
of-tube we Have tried. Ir fact, the 
neutralization capacity is almost 
negligible. This tube comes with 
elips so that it must be fastened 
upright on a flat, insulated surface.

Ever since James Russell Lowell discerned 
“so certain condescension in foreigners” and 
was irritated thereby, Americans have found 
more or less cause for complaint in the utter- 
ances of their: visiting’ Anglo-Saxon cousins; 
while they frequently discern in the expressions 
of the English a mild resentment at the inclina- 
tion of Americans to extend hands across the 
sea, accompanied by remarks depreciatory of 
British commiercial enterprise, social institu- 
tions, and the.sad lack on that side of the 
‘water of that form of “pep” for which the 
Rotary and Kiwanis clubs of. the United States - 
are so justly famous. 

There would, for example, have been ‘serious 

peril had an American speaker said to this audi- 
ence in Westminster Hall what Sir Auckland 
Geddés, former Ambassador to Washington, 
said of the British dominions: . 


They. look upon the Sacaditistask of Washington as of 
their own generation, and anyone who knows of.what the 
people of our sister Dominions are thinking knows that 
some of them, particularly those who look out on the 
Pacific, feel that in Washington there isan instinctive 
understanding. of difficulties, which, when they. come to 
London, they have laboriously to explain to Downing 
Street. 

In Canada American newspapers, magazines and goods 
are all there: an invisible border divides the territories . 
under the British flag and the flag of the United States. 
They pass and repass that border and play the same 
‘games with one another, without knowing anything of the 
difference in nationalities. ~~ 

It often happens that when our Dominions. lodk to. us 
here there is no sympathetic answer, no uhderstanding, 
‘and they look to Washington. And Washington is not 
devoid of eyes and will look back at then. 


Though it would have. been sekegeanaishaiaials 
and in bad taste for,a citizen of the United 
States to express these opinions, it may not be 
improper for ‘anyore to point out how shrewd 
an appraisal.of the far-flung public sentiment 
in the British dominions that of Sir Auckland 
Geddes is. It is not unnatural, for example, 
that Canada, neighloring to the United States, 
with the right of passage for individuals be- 
tween the two countries practically as free 
and.open as it is between citizens of various 
states of the Union, with multitudinous com- 
mercial and financial interests in common, and 
confronted, particularly on its Pacific frontier, 
by problems. which must. necessarily be solved 
in accordance with the policy of Washington, 
should look with friendly eyes toward the Gov- | 
ernment of the. United States. - : 

Indeed, although none of the speakers at 
Westminster Hal] emphasized it, the Pacific, its 
increasing importance, and ‘the. multiplying 
problems. to which it is giving ‘rise, is likely 
to be an ever-increasing force, either for a 
greater measure of harmony between the two 
great English-speaking nations or for a serious 
and deplorable conflict between them. We be- | 
lieve that it will in fact prove.a unifying force. 
Not only is the wish father to this conviction, 
but we believe that it,is upheld by any -well- 
informed and sensible view of the situation pre- 
sented by the Pacific.

The State 
is in financial difficulties, facing a large aecumu- 
lated deficit;.and tq balance the coming budgets 
about 30,000,000 kroner is needed. It was ex- 
actly: this sum that the Conseryatives estimated 
a. liquor tax would bring, and the further 
argument was made by them’ that inasmuch 


as smuggling appears impossible to stop, owing 


to the nature, of the indented coast, the State 
might as well have the profits:from the sale of 
liquor as the smugglers. The only alternative 
was increased taxation, either direct or through 
raised duties on:various imported goods. 

Despite this bait, the Government proposal 
was voted down by a large majority last July. 
There were a number of other issues involved, ' 
in the recent electoral campaign, such ag strikes, 
lockouts, etc., but none more important, than 
that the State’s finances must be cleared up, 
and the outcome proves that it must be done 
through some other way than by repealing pro- 
hibition. 

How the new governmental majority will be 
made up is not yet certain. Together the Con- 
servatives and the Agrarians :will have but - 
seventy-six votes against seventy-four of all the 
other parties combined, and that is hardly a safe 
margin: A natural outcome would be a com- 
bination of all the middle Class parties against 
the Labor men, who are themselves divided into 
groups, but so far the Liberal leader, Gunnar 
Knudsen, has refused to co-operate with the 
Conservatives; preferring to make terms with 
the parties to the Left. Thus it will be seen that 
it is the Agrarians who have the balance of, 
power, no matter what happens, and though 
they are not a prohibition party, out and out, 
they represent the country districts, where the 
prohibition , sentiment is the strongest, and a 
majority of their candidates are pledged sgainat 
repealing the present law. 

Still another bulwark of prohibition in: Nor- 
way is the demand of its friends that before it 
-is given up another public referendum en the 
subject should be taken, and inasmuch as the 
law was passed after such a consultation of the 
entire electorate, it would seem but fair that it 
should-not be repealed without a similar test of 
public sentiment.

could muster to oppose it.

But Elizabeth was -well supported by able men. Lord 
Howard of Effingham had supreme command of the fleet, 
while under him were Drake, Hawkins; and Frobisher— 
a goodly trio. In addition another squadron of forty 
sail, English and Flemish, lay. off Dunkerque to intercept 
the Duke of Parma. Following their rout by the British 
fleet, the Spanish endeavored to reach home’ by sailing 
around the Orkneys, but they were scattered and shat: 
tered by storms to such a degree that out of the original 
130. vessels, only fifty-three succeeded in reaching Spain. 
Schiller says of the event: 

Gott, der Allmiicht'ge, bili Ss, 

Und die Armada flog onde allen Winden. 
(God, the Almighty One, blew, 

And the Armada fled in all directions.) 

Schiller here makes direct reference to the medal 
which, when all was over, Elizabeth had had struck in 
commemoration of the event.

The Week in London 


London, Nov. 12 

The present British Government, like the last, pro- 
poses to havé one woman Minister, and Stanley Baldwin 
has today published his selection, which, as forecast in 
the Monitor, is that of the Duchess of Atholl for Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Board of Edacation. The 
ppointment is generally welcomed here, not only as a. 

rther recognition of the high place women have won 
for their sex in British public life but also because. of 
the services the Duchess has herself'rendered. Not only 
has she been an active worker under the Scottish Board 
of Education but she is well known for her intense inter- 
est in social reform. In the House of Commons, also, 
where her, maiden speech ‘last session brought her into 


. Immediate prominence, she has proved an assiduous mem- 


ber who can be relied upon to hold her own in debate. 


Of all the politicians engaged in the general election 
here this autumn, none has stood the thrust and parry. of 
party fighting more imperturbably’than has Mr. Baldwin, 
the leader of the Conservative Party. At the very 
height of the contest, just before the polls were declared, 
when tension was at the highest, Mr. and Mrs. Baldwin 
arrived by train at Newcastle, where a white bouquet was 
presented to them and a crowd welcomed ‘their ‘arrival. 
As they stepped on to the platform -Mr. Baldwin «was 
heard saying to Mrs. Baldwin, “Lucy, my word, this looks 
like our wedding day:” It was.characteristic of the man 
that at such a momerit he was able to forget the politica] 
speech he was about to deliver, and to think instead. of 
his wedding day. A son of Mr. Baldwin stood against his 
father’s party at-the same elections. .The boy made 
many friends at Oxford, where his sympathy for the
